Val is a Brigham Young University hopeful and is currently taking 
classes such as AP Government and AP, BC Calculus. Now, 
what’s with all this AP, DE, BC, AB mumbo jumbo?

Five minutes seems like a lot of time sitting in class waiting 
for the bell to ring. When it finally does, who has enough time to 
do the things that really need to be done? 

Imagine having to walk all the way from the math depart- 
ment downstairs to the vocational hallway on the other side of the 
school. Better yet, imagine having to do all that with friends 
stopping you, teachers stopping you, tying your shoelace, or any 
other time consuming activity. Now does five minutes seem like a 
long time? 

Senior Tiffany Nickels wondered “What were they thinking 
when they gave us 45 minute lecture periods and only five minute 
parties in between?!”

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Does this sound familiar...? Someone received a ticket for 
parking in the Bermuda Triangle or had to run to class as they left 
their car in the last row of the student parking lot?
